EDUCATION LAST NIGHT. 


Prof. Jones of the State University 
Talks About High Schools and 
Their Graduates—Some Routine 
Business Transacted — Census 
Marshal Elected. 


The Board of Education met last 
night, President Pomeroy in the chair, 
and a full board and Superintendept 
Friesner and Deputy Superintendent 
Baker present. 

Prof. W. C. Jones of the State Uni- 
versity, who was present, said that the 
object of his visit was.to examine into 
the prospects and future of the High 
Schools in the smaller towns, and see 
if they were doing High-school work, 
and to lay before them a general basis 
for such work as had been agreed upoa 
by a conference a, fees weeks ao. 
By getting them o ‘adopt this 
basis, the general plau would be 
systematized and the State Universi- 
tiy would be available to all parts 
of the State, without the necessity of 
the pupils going to additional expense 
in procuring the necessary tuition. He 
was not prepared to offer any sugges- 
tions to the board, as he had not vis- 
ited the High school here. He advised 
that the course of study shou‘d include 
all the subjects upon which candidates 
for admission will be examined, and 
next that the proper instructors should 
be furnished. e thought that the 
half-day sessions here were a detriment. 
He said tbat there are seven Schools in 
the State where examinations for ad- 
mission into.the University are not 
necessary. These places are 
mento, Stockton, San Francisco, Oak- 
land, Alameda and Berkeley. 

Mr. Ellis asked Prof. Jones to fur- 
nish the principal of the High School 
here with information as to the stand- 
ard required of the seven other schools 
whose pupils are admitted. 

The latter gentlemen said that there 
are a number of schools in the northern 


* part of the State which comply with the 


requirements, most of them being near 
the university and more or less under 
the observance of that institution. As 
regards the course of study now pre- 
re here, it bas been found sa
